Concerns raised about 
disc golf at Avalanche 


Though it’s been several 
months since the disc golf 
course was installed by 
volunteers at Avalanche 
Preserve in Boyne City, 
some area citizens have 
just recently become vocal 
with concerns about safety 
and usage issues. 

At last week's regular 
meeting of the Boyne City Parks and 
Recreation Board, local resident and 
teacher Amelia Ryan presented infor- 
mation she'd gathered after weeks of 
research on the topic, pointing out 
potential safety concems as well as 
usage conflicts that might arise from 
the way the course is currently situ- 
ated. 

Initially, Ryan said, she wasn’t 
overly concerned about the course 
when the first nine holes were in- 
stalled. However, when an additional 
nine holes were added to cover much 
of what has traditionally been walk-

ing trails, “then we got concerned.” 

Safety issues cited by Ryan include 
limited sight lines and unclear 
signage. She also presented concerns 
about over-usage of areas character- 
ized by old forest growth, with un- 
stable forest floors. 

While, she added, “I applaud the 
enthusiasm, interest, and 
volunteerism” of those who designed 
and installed the course, her concerns, 
and the concerns of others present at 
the meeting, center around what she 
perceives to be a lack of procedure in 
place for the approval of such a plan.

Another thing that really sticks out in my mind. is when 
he would do the Tabs for Tots. Every year he would work 
long and hard to collect tabs from aluminum cans to do- 
nate to this charitable organization. He encouraged each 
and every child to participate. knowing how beneficial it 
would be. At the end of the year, for his effort, he accepted 
his award for Tabs for Tots. We couldn't help but notice 
the tears that would well up in his eyes when he accepted 
the award. He also made us feel like we could come to him 
with any problem, no matter how small or big it was. He 
made me feel special, and it was his encouragement that 
has encouraged me to fulfill my dreams and become a math 
teacher. 


Mr. Hoover is not one of those “superman” heroes 
that saved my life. he is more of a friendship hero. When 
I first met Mr. Hoover | felt kind of timid, after all. he 
was the first “guy” teacher I had ever had. I didn’t think 
I would ever get through the fourth grade. But as the 
year progressed, he turned into a good friend and a won- 
derful teacher. 

Halfway through the year, a new girl moved into our 
school district. For privacy reasons I have changed her 
name to Jasmine. She had some trouble with the new 
curriculum that our school offered. So everyday when | 
would go to class I would tell Mr. Hoover that 1 was 
taking Jasmine to the library to help her with her work. 

By the end of the year Mr. Hoover and | had a special 
inspirational insight on how Jasmine had grown academi- 
cally. But he also showed me how to have self-confi- 
dence in myself, as well. 

So as you can tell, heroes don’t have to be anyone that 
is special to anyone else, they just have to be special to 
you. | am sure that am not the only person with a hero 
who is a so-called “ordinary person.” People like this 
that show and teach us, by his example. also show us 
that we can be the heroes of tomorrow. 

Even today. whenever we see each other by chance. 
wherever that may be, all I have to do is look into his 
face and | remember those years ago. how he inspired 
me by being kind, patient and understanding.

Sometimes a good idea picks up supporters 
like...well..., like a boot picks up mud along a 
riverbank. It started when The Friends of The Boyne 
River were working on a bank stabilization project just 
north of the Dam Road Bridge, three miles east of 
Boyne City. The trail is on property owned by Boyne 
Mountain, but is open to hikers and fisherman. Amelia 
Ryan remembers being pretty deep in mud herself that 
Saturday. 

“Fishermen were practically climbing over my back,” 
Ryan recalled, “and they were running into the woods 
to go around me to get to the river.’ With al! the boots 
going by her loaded with mud she started to think that 
a path to the river that was lined with wood chips might 
support the intent of their stabilization project. A des- 
ignated path would help prevent soil erosion and it 
might also get some hikers or fishermen home with 
cleaner boots! Ryan is a Board Member and Secretary 
for the Friends of the Boyne River. Her suggestion was 
taken to heart. 

“It was a good idea,” Larry Malty, President of the 
organization recalled, “so we placed it on our “‘to do” 
list without any idea of how to implement the task.” 
They also had no money for it in the budget. 

Don Lockman who teaches the Natural Resources 
class at Boyne City High School heard about the idea. 
He contacted Maltby to say that his class would like to 
use sleds to spread wood chips on the trails as a project. 
It is one of the goals of Lockman’s class to offer op- 
portunities to students to encourage them to consider 
careers in the out-of-doors such as the DNR or Parks 
and Recreation.

“This fit right in with our plans” Maltby said, “so we 
started looking for a source of wood chips.” As the 
search for woodchips was on, Lockman called Maltby 
back and said he had found out that Boyne City had a 
surplus of wood chips left over from the clean up after 
the tornado last summer. The city wanted to remove 
them from city property. They were planning to burn 
them. “We can have all we want!" Lockman told Maltby. 

Calls made to Boyne USA and the Charlevoix County 
Road Commission for concurrence resulted in wood 
chips being delivered by the city to the trail heads. 

“During the next few weeks,” according to Maltby. 
“Don's class will have the adventure of sledding the 
wood chips out onto the trails.” 

According to Maltby there are many people in the 
Boyne community to thank for their spirit of coopera- 
tion and volunteerism. 

“If you think about it, the results of their efforts are 
far reaching. For instance, Boyne City was able to dis- 
pose of their wood chips, the students in Don's class 
had the opportunity to do community service, the fami- 
lies walking the trails will be able to avoid the mud, the 
trails will be ‘toughened’ so that fishermen will not wear 
them down causing erosion. Reduced erosion means 
that suffocating sand and silt will not kill the eggs in 
the salmon and trout spawning beds. Long term, there 
will be less sand and silt washing into Lake Charlevoix 
improving water clarity. Also, there will be less sand 
and silt to clog harbors and marinas. 

“All of this has value to our community, but if one of 
Don's students who is struggling to determine a direc- 
tion in life, would decide upon a career in the out-of- 
doors or the natural sciences, that would be the best 
outcome of all.”

faced this dilemma of limits,” he said. “We thought that’s 
a really important message.” 

While the need to deliver the message is what drove 
the creation of the book, Jordan River Voices is, at its 
core, about education. Compiled in a reader-friendly for- 
mat, self-contained chapters are separated into three 'sec- 


- tions, “The Resource,” “Using and Managing the Re- 
source,” and “Personal Reflections on the Jordan.” Pho-. 


tos, charts, illustrations, and highlighted points all add to 
the accessibility of the volume to the reader, an approach 
that was important to FOJ members. The concept, he 
said was to write the book “on three levels,” with readers 
opening each page to find the general text; a chart, photo, 
or diagram; and highlighted text. “Hopefully,” he said, 
the elements would “capture the attention of the reader,” 
and allow the story to be told through all of the elements 
separately and as a unit. 

Beyond the concept, however, no one involved had any 
idea of how to create a book. So, like much else that’s 
been done by grassroots organizations like theirs, they 
pooled their resources and learned on the way. Initially, 
Richter said, the group had caught wind of a company 
which would produce a book like the one they were con- 
sidering, following a sort of cookie-cutter pattern used 
by other groups such as theirs. In the process of search- 
ing for grants to support the creation of the publication, 
however, a grantee persuaded FOJ to change its direc- 
tion. The grant from Great Lakes Aquatic Habitat Fund 
came, through Tip of the Mitt Watershed Council’s Wil 
Cwikiel, with the condition that the Friends of the Jordan 
write the book themselves. The result was that, at times, 
Richter said with a laugh, he wanted to “curse [Cwikiel] 
and thank him at the same time.” In the end, he added, “it 
was a much better project” because of the personal in- 
vestment the Friends’ members were led to make. 

Tip of the Mitt’s Doug Puller was one of the first re- 
sources tapped, creating a general table of contents to kick 
off the effort, with FOJ board members then selecting 
chapters of which they would be in charge. Admittedly, 
writing a book by committée is not an easy task, one that 
comes with a certain amount of “inertia you need to over- 
come.” The board members, though, specifically fourth- 
generation Jordan River lover Peggy Midener, did their 
part to keep things moving forward. Midener, Richter 
said, ‘‘served as the rudder for this project. She kept her 
hand on the helm.” 

- Once the information had been compiled and the ini- 
tial pieces written, Richter contacted “a person with edi- 
torial skill,” whom, he thought at the time, would then 
rewrite the book “‘to unify the voice, so that it read con- 
sistently.” Upon wading through the rough drafts, how- 
ever, Richter found that it was the diversity of voices that 
made the project special. ‘It was like a chorus,” he said, 
and one he didn’t want to silence. Five drafts later, the 
book found its way to fruition, with 1,200 copies in print. 
While the process was certainly not problem-free, ulti- 
mately, “the overall work is far better than I expected,” 
Richter said, “to the point where I consider it provoca- 
tive.” Though books will be sold as a fundraiser to sup- 
port the restoration of the group’s education center (cur- 
rently on-going near the mouth of the Jordan River in 
East Jordan), the FOJ, true to their commitment to educa- 
tion, is in the pfocess of donating books to all the schools 
and libraries in Charlevoix and Antrim counties, as well 
as to various interested groups and organizations. 

While the creation of the book has been a long process, 
Richter hopes that the impact of the final product will 
justify the time spent. 

“Right outside our back door, we have what might be 
the last remaining intact watershed system, at least in lower 
Michigan,” Richter said. “It’s one that’s globally rare. 
What makes that important is that we still have the op- 
portunity to keep it that way. 

“It’s an important message, and I hope it resonates.” 

THE FRIENDS OF the Jordan River Watershed will 
hold a book-signing for “Jordan Valley Voices” on Satur- 
day, Feb. 22, from 1-4 p.m. in the basement meeting room 
of the Jordan Valley District Library in East Jordan. Those 
attending will have the opportunity to purchase a copy of 
the book and have it signed by its contributing authors 
and specialists. Refreshments will be served, For more
